WHEREAS. many perſons reſident in the 
city of York aforeſaid, and elſewhere, being 
perſuaded of the benefit and utility of raiſing, 
by weekly contribution, a capital, to accumu- 
late for the term of ſeven years, and afterwards 
to be divided in due proportion, have, in con- 
ſequence of advertiſements and *propoſals 
printed and publiſhed for that purpoſe in the 


Vork and other newſpapers and in hand bills, 


ſignified their intention of becoming Contri- 
butors to a capital, to be raiſed and applied 


accordingly, under the name or title of 
THE YORKSHIRE TONTINE: AND 


WHEREAS a general meeting of ſuch in- 
tended Contributors was held at the York Ta- 
yern, in the ſaid city of York, on the firſt day af

rectors, and an Agent, for tranſacting and ſu- 
perintending the concerns of the ſaid Tontine, 
and of conſidering of, and determining upon, 
proper Rules and Articles for the manage- 
ment and regulation thereof, when the ſaid 
SIR WILLIAM MoRDAUNT MILNER, SIR 
THOMAS TURNER SLINGSBY, HENRYDUN- 
COMBE,and FRANCISFERRAND FOLJAMBE, 
were appointed Truſtees accordingly; and the 
ſaid NATHANIELCHOLMLEY, THOMAS Da- 


VISON BLAND;SAMUEL FRANCIS BARLOW, 


and ALEXANDER HUNTER, together with 
RicyuarD Woo, the younger, of Hollin-

augment their number to thirty-one * at a 
meeting of Directors, to be held for the pur- 


| poſe at the ſaid York Tavern, on or before 


the thirtieth day of September then next; and 
the ſaid FxtDERICK ATKINSON was at the 


ſaid Meeting appointed Agent in the concerns 


of the ſaid Tontine. AND WHEREAS at 
the ſaid General Meeting of the ſaid intended 
Contributors, a Draught of certain Rules and 
Articles, for the management and regulation of 
the concerns of the ſaid Tontine, was ſubmitted 
to the peruſal and conſideration of the perſons 
there preſent; and at a further General Meet- 
ing of ſuch Contributors as aforeſaid, held at 
the ſaid York Tavern, on the eleventh day of 
Auguſt inſtant (purſuant to ſuch public adver- 
tiſement as aforeſaid) the ſaid Draught of the 


ſaid Rules and Articles was further conſidered 


and ſettled, and was then finally approved of 


and acceded to: which Rules and Articles, as 


ſo ſettled and approved, are in the words or 


to the effect following, that is to ſay; 
I. That

F I. That the ſum to be contributed and paid hn 
for each ſingle ſhare in the ſaid Tontine, ſhall — 


be ſixpence weekly for the ſpace of ſeven years 
in caſe the perſon to be nominated by ſuch 
Contributor ſhall ſo long live; but that any 
perſon or perſons may be a Contributor, or 
Contributors, for any greater number of ſhares 
after the ſame rate and upon the like t 

and be intitled to a proportionate dividend of 
the capital at the time, and in manner herein 


after mentioned. 
II. That no perſon ſhall be admitted a Con- 
tributor after the ſecond day of October next; 


and that in caſe a ſufficient ſpecification, de- 


ſignation, or deſcription, ſhall not at that 
time have been delivered in by any Contri- 
butor, or Contributors, of the life or lives no- 
minated by him or them, the ſaid ſpecifica- 
tion, deſignation, or deſcription, ſhall be com- 
pleted in ſuch time and manner as the Direc- 
tors, at one of their Meetings, ſhall appoint; (of 
which appointment notice is to be given by 


the Agent;) and that the party omitting to 


complete the ſame within the time ſo appoint- 


ed, ſhall thenceforth ceaſe to be a Contributor, 


and ſhall forfeit all preceding payments made

for the benefit of the reſt of the Contributors

Days of III. That the faid weekly payments s ſhall 
— commence on Saturday the ſecond day of Oc- 
tober next, and ſhall continue to be made on 
Saturday in every ſucceeding week, betweenthe 
hours of ten in the morning and ſeven in the 
evening, until the ſecond day of October one 
thouſand ſeven huned and ninety-ſeven, 
when the ſame ſhall ceaſe. | 


Mode of IV. That the ſaid weekly beymegm ſhall 

—— be made to the Agent, for the time being, of 
the ſaid Tontine, at his office in York, or to 
ſuch Deputies in the country as he ſhall from 
time to time appoint to receive the ſame; and 
that the Contributors may make ſuch pay- 
ments in advance, for a month, or quarter of- 
a year, or any other length of time they ſhall 
think proper: A proportionable part of which 
payments in advance, ſhall be repaid or refund- 
ed to the Contributors thereof, or their legal 
Repreſentatives, in caſe their Nominees ſhall 
die before the expiration of the time for which 
ſuch payment - ſhall be made; provided ſuch 
deaths be proved to the ſatisfaction of the Direc- 


tors,

tors previous to ſuch refunding, and not later at 


the fartheſt than the ſecond day of October one 
thouſand ſeven hundred and ninety-ſeven. 


V. That all perſons becoming Contributors 
ſhall pay to the Agent, or his Deputies, an 
extra ſum of one ſhilling for a ſingle ſhare, 
and of ſixpence for each additional ſhare, to- 
wards defraying the expence of preparing the 
inſtrument intended to carry theſe Articles 
into effect, and of Account-books, Regiſter- 
books, Printing, Advertiſing, and ſuch other 
charges, incident to the concerns of the ſaid 
Tontine, as the Directors ſhall deem reaſon- 
able and proper; the ſurplus of which extra 
payments (if any) ſhall be added to the gene- 
ral fund for the benefit of the Contributors. 


VI. That the Contributors not reſident in 
York, paying their weekly ſums to De- 
puty Agents, ſhall pay an extra ſum of ſix-

 Regiftryof VII. That the names, places of abode, and 


additions of the Contributors and their Nos 
minees, ſhall be entered and numbered in a 
proper book; or books, to be kept for that 
purpoſe by the Agent; who ſhall, upon requeſt, 
deliver or ſend a certificate under his hand to 
each ſuch Contributor, containing the parti- 
culars of ſuch entry, without making any 
charge for the ſame; 


VIII. That the capital ſtock; ariſing as here- 
after mentioned from ſuch contribution, and the 
accumulations of intereſt produced therefrom; 
ſhall be the property of ſuch of the Contribu- 
tors whoſe Nominees ſhall be living on the 
faid ſecond day of October one thouſand 
ſeven hundred and ninety- ſeven, their Exe-. 


cutors, Adminiſtrators, or Aſſigns, in reſpect 


only of the lives ſo by them nominated and 
then in exiſtence, whether their own or thoſe 
of any other perſon or perſons; and ſhall be 
divided between or amongſt them, pro rata, and 
in proportion to their ſeveral weekly contri- 
butions reſpectively. | 


IX. That in order to regulate the transfer 
of ſhares in the Tontine, the reſpective Con- 
tributors may at any time or times before the

faid ſecond day of October one thouſand 
feven hundred and ninety-ſeven, (in caſe the 
Nominee or Nominees of ſuch Contributor 
or Contributors reſpectively ſhall be then 
living) by indorſement on their reſpective cer- 
tificates, to be atteſted by two credible wit- 
neſſes, and counterſigned by the Agent for 
the time being or one of his Deputies, direct 
and authoriſe a transfer or transfers to be made 
of his, her, or their rights and intereſts re- 
ſpectively in the ſaid Tontine; but on the 
fame life or lives for which his, her, or their 
original contribution, or reſpective contribu- 
tions was or were made. And that fuch cer- 
tificate, and certificates ſo indorſed, witneſſed, 
and counterſigned reſpectively, ſhall within 
the ſpace of three calendar months from ſuch 
fransfer, or within ſuch farther time as the 
Directors, upon application, may think proper 
to allow, be delivered up to the Agent to be 
- cancelled; and in lieu thereof a new certificate, 
under the hands of the Directors, or any five 
of them, and counterſigned by the Agent, 
ſhall be forthwith granted to ſuch Aſſignee, 
or Aſſignees reſpeQively, which ſhall intitle 
ſuch Aſſignee, or Aſſignees, to all the benefit 
and intereſt in the ſaid Tonrine of the reſpec-- 
tive Aſſignor, or Aſſignors: And that the par-

X. That in caſe any ſuch certificate, or cer- 
tificates, as aforeſaid, ſhould be loſt, burnt; or 
deſtroyed, it ſhall. be lawful for the Directors, 
or any five of them, at any of their quarterly 
meetings, to ſign, and direct the Agent for the 


time being alſo to ſign and deliver new certi- 
ficates in lieu of thoſe ſo loſt, burnt, or de- 


ſtroyed; which new certificates ſhall to all in-

That no perſon ſhall be a Nominee in 
the ſaid Tontine, unleſs reſident within the 
kingdom of Great Britain at the time of his 
or her nomination.

XII. That any Contributor, his or her Exe. 
cutors, Adminiſtrators, or Aſſigns, ſuffering 
his or her weekly payments to be in arrear 
for one calendar month or longer, ſhall, in 
reſpect of each ſhare, for the firſt month for- 
feit the ſum of ſixpence, and for the ſecond 
month the ſum of one ſhilling; to be applied 
for the purpoſes mentioned in the fifth article. 
And in caſe any ſuch weekly ſhare ſhall be in 
arrear three calendar months or longer, the 
party ſo in arrear ſhall (unleſs the Directors 
expreſsly order the contrary for ſome ſpecial 
cauſe) be excluded the benefit of the ſaid Ton- 
tine and the capital belonging thereto, and 
ſhall have no title or claim to the money al-

XIII. That the Agent of the ſaid Tontine ſhall 
on Monday in every week, until the ſecond i 
day of October one thouſand ſeven hundred 


and ninety-ſeven, lodge in ſuch bank or banks 


as the Directors ſhall from time to time 
approve of, the amount of the ſums re- 
ceived by him in the week preceding, whe- 
ther ariſing from weekly. payments, or pay- 
ments made in advance; firſt deducting there-

Truſtees and Directors, and the returns of ad- 
vance- money payable in conſequence of the 
deaths of Nominees, and ſhall take a receipt 
for the ſame, which ſhall be his diſcharge; but 
that he ſhall nevertheleſs inquire after the due 
inveſtment thereof, and of the dividends ari- 
ing upon the capital in the purchaſe of ſtock, 
as hereafter mentioned, and call for the re- 
ceipts given upon every ſuch purchaſe, which 
thall be lodged with ſome'oneof the Directors, to 
be nominated by the reſt: And in failure or 
omiſſion of ſuch inveſtment, the Agent ſhall 
forthwith call a ſpecial meeting of the Direc- 
tors, and report the ſame to them for their 
conſideration and order thereupon. 


XIV. That the weekly ſums, ſo placed in 
the hands of the Bankers, ſhall be regularly in- 
veſted in the purchaſe of ſtock in ſome of the 
public funds (to be from time to time approved 
of by the Directors) once in every month, or 
as near thereto as the times of the ſhutting up 
the Transfer-books will admit of: And that 
ſuch Bankers or Agents reſident in London, as 
the Directors ſhall from time to time approve 
of, ſhall be authorized to receive the dividends 
ariſing from the ſtock to be purchaſed as afore- 

ſaid,

in the purchaſe of additional ſtock in ſuch pubs 
lic funds as the ſaid Directors ſhall order or 
approve of, until the time hereafter appointed 
for ſelling out the capital, or as near thereto as 
may be; in order that the ſums contributed as 
aforeſaid, and the produce thereof, may be- 
come an accumulating fund for the benefit of 
the parties intereſted, 


XV. That all ket of ſtock on account 
of the ſaid Tontine, ſhall be made in the joint 
names of the Truſtees for the time being, in 
truſt for the Contributors and parties intereſt- 
ed; that the faid Truſtees ſhall from time to 
time ſign a declaration or acknowledgment of 
fuch truſt reſpecting the ſtock ſo purchafed, 
when requeſted by the Directors or the Agent, 
by their order, fo to do; and ſhall alſo upon the 
like requeſt execute powers of Attorney for 
accepting transfers of the ſtock to be purchaſed 
as aforeſaid, and for receiving the dividends 
thereon; and that when the time ſhall arrive 
for ſelling out the capital ſtock of the ſaid 
Tontine the ſaid Truſtees ſhall execute a power 
or powers of Attorney for that purpoſe, to ſuch 


perſons only as a majority of the DireQtors, by

wiſe; nor the one of them, the ſaid Truſtees, 
for the others or other of them, or for the acts, 
receipts, or defaults of the others or other of

XVI. That in caſe of the death, refuſal, or 
incapacity to act of any of the ſaid Truſtees, a 
ſucceſſor ſhall be appointed in his ſtead at the 
then next quarterly meeting of the Directors; 
provided not leſs than ſixteen be preſent at ſuch 
meeting, and that a majority of thoſe ſo pre- 
ſent coneur in ſuch appointment; and ſo from 
time to time uponevery ſubſequent vacancy in 


the ſaid truſt through any of the cauſes afore- 


ſaid. And that every new Truſtee ſo appginted 
ſhall, as ſoon afterwards as conveniently may 
be, have a transfer made to him jointly with 
the remaining Truſtees, of the ſtock then pur- 
chaſed, - and ſhall become inveſted- with the

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ſs dying, refuſing, or rendered incapable to 


act; provided fuch new Truftee enter into a 
covenant with the Directors for the due exe- 
cution of his truſt, to the ſame purport and ef- 


fect as the covenant herein after contained 


from the prefent Truftees. 


X VII. That the DireQors for the time be- 
ing ſhalf confift of thirty-one in number, and 
ſhall have the general direction and fuperin- 
tendance of the concerns of the faid Tontine; 
for which purpoſe they ſhall meet at the office 
of the ſaĩd Tontine, or ſuch other place or 
places in York as they ſhall from time to time 
think proper, once every three manths or 
oftener, if thereto required by any two or more 
of them, or ſummoned upon ſpecial buſineſs 
by the Agent, at which meetings ſive or more 
of the faid Directors ſhall be a ſuſſicĩient num- 
ber to act, except in the particular caſes herein 
otherwiſe provided for. And that in. caſe of 
the death, refuſal, or incapacity to act of any 
of the Directors, the others, or other of them, 
ſhall, at their then next quarterly meeting, 
{provided not leſs than nine he preſent at ſuch 


meeting, and that a majority of thoſe ſo pre- 


ſent concur therein,) ele& and appoint any 
0 B other 
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other perſon or perſons, being a Contribatop 
or Contributors to the ſaid Tontine, to fill up 
the vacancy occaſioned by ſuch death, refuſal, 

or incapacity to act; which Director, or Di. 
rectors, ſo appointed, ſhall be inveſted with the 
ſame powers hereby given to the Director, or 
Directors, in whoſe place he or they ſhall be 
choſen; provided ſuch new Director, or Di- 
rectors, do enter into the covenant contained 
in theſe preſents, or into ſome other ſimilar 
covenant for the due execution of the ſaid 
powers, 


XVIII. That all reaſonable expences of the 
Truſtees and Directors, in the execution of the 
powers repoſed in them as ſuch, ſhall be paid 
out of the fund of the ſaid Tontine, but with- 
out any recompence to them for their trouble; 
and that they ſhall reſpectively be indemnified 
out of the ſaid fund againſt all actions, ſuits, 
damages, and expences, which may be brought 
againſt, or ſuſtained by them, or any of them, 
on account of their, or any of their, acting in 
and executing the powers and truſts hereby 


repoſed | in them. 


XIX. That 
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IXI. That the Agent for the time being to ne, of 
i ſaid Tontine, ſhall regiſteg as before men- 
tioned the names and places bf abode of the 
ſeveral Contributors and their Nominees, and 
ſign and iſſue certificates thereof; and ſhall, 
by himſelf or his Deputies, receive all the 
weekly and other contributions to the ſaid 
Tontine, and keep an account of the receipt 
and application of the fame, and of all other 

* monies received by him for the uſe of the ſaid 
Tontine. That he ſhall likewiſe ſummon and 
attend the meetings of the Directors and re- 
giſter the tranſactions thereof, and ſhall have 
his accounts ready for their inſpection at every 
quarterly meeting, or oftener, if required by 
any five of the ſaid Directors: Alſo, that he 
ſhall take upon him the care and trouble of 
getting in and receiving the claims of the par- 
ties intereſted, previous to a diviſion of the 
capital of the ſaid Tontine, and of carrying on 
ſuch correſpondence as may be requiſite for 
having the ſame duly aſcertained and ſubſtan- 

tiated; and ſhall tranſact every other matter 
required by the tenour of theſe Articles to be | 
done or attended to by him in the faid capa- 


city of Agent,

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XX. That the Agent for the time being 
ſhall give ſuch ſecurity for the due diſcharge 
of his office, and for the faithful application of 
the money received by him or his Deputies, 
on account of the ſaid Tontine, as the Direc- 
tors at a meeting ſhall think proper; and that 


all ſuch Deputy Agents ſhall be appointed by 


ſuch Principal Agent for the time being, who 
ſhall be reſponſible for all their acts. 


XXI. That the Agent for the time being ſhall 
be liable to be diſcharged from his office for 
neglect or miſconduct therein, at a ſpecial meet- 
ing of the Directors, to be called by any five 
or more of them by public advertiſement at leaſt 
fourteen days before the fame ſhallbe held; pro- 
vided not leſs than ſixteen Directors be preſent 
at ſuch meeting; and a majority of thoſe ſo 


preſent concur in agreeing to ſuch diſcharge. 


XXII. That to enable the Agent to get in 
and aſcertain the claims of the parties in- 
tereſted, the capital ſtock of the ſaid Tontine 
ſhall not be ſold until the expiration of fix 
months from the ſaid ſecond day of Octo- 
ber one thouſand ſeven hundred and ninety- 
ſeven, and, in conſideration of his trouble as

Agent, he ſhall be entitled to, and ſhall receive 


to his own uſe, the clear amount of half a 
year's dividend on the total ſum to be ſo in- 
veſted; to be paid or allowed to him out of 
the produce of the capital ſtock of the ſaid 
Tontine when ſold. And that, in caſe of the 
death, diſcharge, or incapacity of MR. FRE- 
DERICK ATKINSON the preſent Agent, be- 
fore the completion of ſuch his Agency, the 
Directors ſhall forthwith meet, and appoint 
another Agent in his ſtead; and in ſuch caſe 
the ſum ſo intended as a compenſation to the 
Agent, ſhall be divided between ſuch ſucceed- 
ing Agent and the ſaid FREDERICK ATKIN- 
SON, or his legal repreſentatives, in ſuch pro- 
portions as the Directors at a meeting ſhall 
appoint: due regard being had upon ſuch di- 
viſion, on the one hand, to the extraordinary 
trouble of the ſaid FREDERICK ATKINSON 
on the commencement and eſtabliſhing of the 
ſaid Tontine; and, on the other hand, to the 
extraordinary trouble which may ariſe to his 
ſucceſſor on cloſing the buſineſs thereof and 
dividing the capital. And that in caſe of the 
death, diſcharge, or incapacity of any ſuch fp-
